112, second paragraph rejection has been withdrawn upon a review of the specification 
which describes the relationship between the reactor 10 having inlets (figure 3) and 
outlet 82 and a fluid pathway in-between, at least one reaction unit 16 with a chamber 
with a surface suitable for cultivating cells, a membrane 34,36 defining a wall of the 
pathway and an enclosure (figure 6) proximate the membrane.
